Since 
then, however, has come relief from 
most unexpected (luarter.s. The situa- 
tion has been distinctly cleared, and the 
country, lias now grounds to hope that 
the cabinet means to net, not talk, and 
is thinking of the work ahead rather 
than of self-(;xculp!itiou. 

Thanks, firstly to Mr. George Wynd- 
hani, under secretary of state for the 
war office, then to Mr. George J. Gos- 
chen, first lord of the admiralty, niiicli 
of tlie gloom has been dispelled, and the 
nation is able to feci more comfortable 
on the criseiilial point — that the defi- 
ciencies of organization have been fully 
recognized tuid that . the govemmeBt is 
determined to remedy fhem. There is 
small wonder the country is asking why, 
if a subordinate member of the goverii- 
meiit like Mr. Wyndliam, and Mr. Gos- 
hen, who thongli formerly an inipas- 
.sioned orator of recent years has lost 
much of his forcefulness, are able to 
produce this tranquilizing effect, states- 
men of more conspicuous position liavo 
failed to adopt the same tone of candor 
ind good feeling. 

I.,(ir<l Salisbury and Mr. Balfour dis- 
tinctly prejudiced the cabinet, and Sir 
Henry Campbell Bannernian and Mr. 
lames Bryce seriously damaged the 
Liberals by their apparent indifference 
to tliQ most manifest currents of public 
sentiment. Mr. AVyndham ,and- Mr. 
GoBchen, however, proved themselves in 
touch with national opinion, and as Mr. 
Goseheu proceeded almost directly from 
a cabinet meeting to the bouse, the 
country believes it is entitled to accept 
the resolute tones in which be spoke us 
a token that the ministers at length ap- 
lircfiate ariglit the situation as affocis 
the goveriinieiit nnd the country. .Mr. 
Wyadliani's speech immcndiately ini- 
mensely enhanced his parliamentary 
reputation and chances of attaining full 
ministerial rights. lie has been a sol- 
dier, a journalist and a railroad director, 
anil is fairl.v rich and well connected liy 
relationship with the noblest names in 
the country. With political training of 
high order Mr. Wyiidham will most 
likely be auKjng the men leading Great 
Britain in the twentieth century. 

Mr. Gosclien also rose to the occasion. 
He displayed .some of his old-time lire 
and roused his hearers to strong escite- 
iiient, notably when he charged Mr. 
Bryce, who declared the war unjust nnd 
uniiecessary, with giving "a brief to 
every enemy of Knglnnd." The whole 
tone of Mr. Goschen's measured lan- 
guage was reassuring and showed the 
admiralty is keeping a good lookout 
ahead. There was no mistaking the 
significance of his intimation tliat the 
admiralty lind been assiduously, yet uii- 
demoiistratively, engaged in perfecting 
naval arrangements to meet nil contin- 
gencies. Mr. Goschen indulged in the 
usual reservations and qualifications, 
but the country reads between the lines 
a recognition of possible international 
dangers, and is immenBcly relieved at 
Mr. Gdschpn's assurances that the coun- 
try thus far has only put out. its left 
arm, aiidiits iiiighty. right arm, with all 
the muscles hardened, is held in re- 
serve for possible foreign interference in 
,the war or nn effort to rob Groat Britain 
of the .fruits of victory.

The docnnieut com- 
prises 10,000 words, and is counter- 
sigiud by Secretary of State Reitz, It 
seems specially written for the Ameri- 
<-aii imblie. It says: 

" We to a great extent depend on 
-Vnierioa nnd Europe for foodstuffs. It 
would be criminal on the part of the 
great powers to suffer this little nation 
to perish by famine since the sword has 
failed. Since in ISSO the President of 
the I'liitcd .States ackuowledged our re- 
public as a sovereign state, Americans 
have docked here in numbers. In every 
instance the hand of fellowship has 
been extended to them. Not a single 
case of disagreement is on record. But 
with the first war note of the oppressor 
we arc informed that Ainerioa is acting 
in league with the enemy. 

" If our sister republic has no sympa- 
thy with us, if the boasted condescen- 
sion of the British i.s to bo preferred, to 
sincerity and truth, we will no longer 
believe in the justice and integrity of 
Americans, nnd their professions of 
Christianity we will consider empty 
sounding."

'As he has ' kept Gen; Lyttletou's 
brigade north of the river, the probability 
is that his next move will be an advance 
on Lyttleton's right. He would hardly 
go to the left, beoause that would lend 
to a fresh attack upon Spion Kop and 
the range of which it is a part. He- 
would not go to the .east.pf OoImso, eis-v 
ccpt with' his whole iorce, less Barton's- 
brigade. 

" The retention of Lyttleton's brigade 
at Potgeiter's Drift may therefore be 
taken as a proof that the new move will 
not be to the east of Colenso. 

" East of Potgeiter's there are several 
drifts, one or two of which Gen. Builer's 
guns command, and he can therefore 
cross the river, but tlio Boers have had 
ample time to prepare a position beyond 
the river. A frontal attack would .as 
usual be costly, but unless Gen. Buller 
is prepared, for a'heavyioss' he has little, 
chance of ' bretikliig'' -through* the Boer 
defences. ' ' 

" The right plan would be that adopted 
by Gen. Sherman when he pushed back 
Johnston from Chattanooga to Atlanta. 
.Sherman first entrenched along ,Tohn- 
ston's front, nnd then extended bis Hue 
to one of the Hanks. By the time Sher- 
man was ready to move a force around 
behind his entrenched:pb8ition;to :atta'ek 
Johnston in the flank and threaten hia 
retreat, . the.. Confederate General with^' 
drew,' • Sueh tactics are practical only, 
with a' force' numerically superior. We 
do not know the strength, of the .Boers', 
in Natal. Mr. Churchill :cstimates tbenr- 
at only 19,000, of whom 7,000 are . obi 
serving Ladysmith. This would . give- 
Buller 25,000 against i;i,000, and should • 
render possible something like Sherman's- 
manoeuvres. But there is reason to 
believe that Builer's own ostitnatc' of 
the Boot force is much higher. 

"Lord Roberts will certainly not bnrry 
his move from the Cape. Ho will first: 
coiiipleto the assembling of his forces,, 
which will not all have arrived for 
another tiiree weeks. Then he will have- 
transport properly organized and in 
order before lie will move. After that 
he will probably make a rapid move; 
But no outcry will induce him to start 
until he considers all is ready. 

" liast week's report that Mafeking 
bad been relieved Hcems to have arisen 
from Col. Plunier's skirmish near Croco- 
dile I'ooi.

Though Saturday evening ami but very 
brief notice hud been given, there was a 
fairly repreaeututive attendance. Those 
present ivere.

K.xplaining the object of tlie iiK'eiing, 
President "Ward tliought, it had been 
called for a luofit -worthy object— to en- 
dorse the resolution pa.ssr il by ii citizens' 
' muetiiig iu Vancouver urging" the Ottawa 
: gOTernnient to ofTer the Imperial ixuthori- 
ties 10,000 liien for service in South Af- 
nca. Ue thought lit sihoiild be heartily 
;Supportod all over Canada. Though the 
•"British gorernuient had spout large 
^Jtims of money on expensive dockyards 
both at Halifax and lOsiiuimalt, besides 
, ^maintaining troops at both poiiitt>, it wa-s 
'done without the cost of one cent to 
' Canada; and now we should do some- 
thing to show our appreciation of the 
value which the protection of the Hag is 
to us. Things were all right nrith Can- 
ada now, but if trouble ever came we 
would speedily see how great- was the 
value of the strong arm of Britain in our 
defence— millions would be nothing in 
that event. Canada should pay all the 
cost of etiuippiug «nd transporting what- 
ever trooiw may be repaired to South 
Afraca. That is the sentiment of British 
Columbia and no doubt the sontinieut all 
over tlie Dominion. He heartily eu- 
doiwed tlio action of the people of Van- 
couver and liojied that such pressure 
might he brought on the Ottawa govein- 
ment as would result in carryiug into 
eflcct tho idea suggested. Though it 
was but a small meeting, he had con- 
sulted a nnniber of citizejus since tho re- 
<'eipt of the telegram and was sure every- 
one was uuaninioua about tho desirability 
of endorsing Vancouver's action. In his 
opinion tho government should hn-^o ten- 
dered nO.OOO men some monllis ago. 

The resolution which the board -was 
a.sked to endorse by Vancouver, the «tib- 
stance of which was tclegraiihed to every 
Mayor in the Dominion, was moved hv 
Hewitt Bostoek, M.P.. and seconded by 
Kov. K. 10. Seott. It read as follows: 

WhoroDH the Hrlllslj eolonv of .Naial has 
been Invaded by the mllltarv forces of the 
Transvaal and Orange Free State Uopulillcs- 
■And whereas It appears that sucli Invasion 
IS the result of a wide-spread con.sjdracy 
to drive Great Britain out of South Africa 
ana to coastltHte therefore a Itoer ollg.ir- 
chy on lines Identical with those of tho 
Ti^nsvaal Itepa}iUc. which Is repulsive to 
every lover of freedom; 

And whereas It Is the opinion of this 
nieotlng that the lowering of the British 
nng 111 South Africa would be tho most ap- 
palling cntnstropho that eonid befall the 
civlllzr.tlon of the nineteenth centurv, ns It 
must tend toward the disintegration of the 
British Empire; 

And whereas it Is tho duty of every por- 
tion of the ICinidro to render such aid to 
the Mother Country ns will enable lier to 
sucocRsfulIj grapple with the aforesaid eou- 
splracy, repel the assault on Anglo-Saxon 
clvlllzatlflii. and estahllsh In the wliol(> of 
South Africa on a llrni basis, a goiernment 
that win adinliilKter with Justice the bless- 
ings of civil and religions liberty to all 
classes and condition.', of men Irrespective 
of color, creed or nationality; 

And whereas the Inhabitants of this Dom- 
inion have long enjoyed without cost or 
Inconvenience the protection of Great Brit- 
ain by sea and land, and have not hitherto 
been called upon to share the burden of ex- 
pense of such ample protection and tho 
privileges and honor nccrning therefrom; 

And whereas It Is believed that troop.^ 
composed of men who have had the udvau- 
fdgos of colonial experience Involving good 
horsemanship, rille shooting and sclf-rell- 
auce In critical circumstances, are peculiar- 
ly flttod for such service; 

And whereas there are mnny tlioiisanils 
of such experienced men avallnlile iu Cnii- 
.'ida who would regard It an hniior and priv- 
ilege to svve In defence of the Kinidre: 

lie It therefore resolved that we respect- 
fully but earnestly urge Ills I'.xci'llency the 
Govemor-Genernl-ln-ConucIl to tender to 
the British war department for serrlee In 
South Africa a force of at least ten thous- 
and mounted "Infantry, the terms of such 
service td be mutually agreed un to the 
sntlsf action of the Imperial government; 

Be It further resolve<1 that the secretary 
of this meeting be Instructed to eommunl- 
cnto at once with the civic authorities and 
hoards of trade of every city In this Dom- 
inion with a .view to secure their co-oper- 
atlon and assistance In forwarding, this 
Ii.Ttrlotli; movement; 

Be It therefore resolved tli.it an eroeu- 
llve eoinmlttee. composed of l.'i men. he iip- 
jiolnted to co-operate with His Worship 
Mayor (^.arden and the secretary with ii 
view to giving effecl to the decision of this 
meeting. 



hoard of trade heartily endorses tho re- 
solution parsed at the citizens' meeting 
iu \'ancouver on Friday night urging the 
Dominion goveruiuent to oiler the luiper- 
ial authorities 10.000 mounted infantry 
as a further Canadian coutiugeut; 

"That this riNsohitioii be telegraphed to 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier and the British Col- 
umbia representatives at Ottawa." 

.Mayor Ilaywanl was fully in accord 
with the spirit of the resolution passed 
by the jicople of Vancouver. It was 
clearly the duty of the Dominion govern- 
ment to offer all the aid possible to the 
motherland. Whether it was -needed or 
not Great Britain would appreciate such 
action. The resolution could do no harm 
in any event and perhaps a lot of good. 

Mr. Lugrin thought it quite likely that 
no further call would be made on Canada 
by the home government and anticipated 
a successful conclusion of the war at no 
very distant date; but ho thought it the 
duly of parliaiuent to place the goveru- 
inetit of Canada iu tho iiositioii of being 
able to olTor whatever assistance might 
he required. It was impossilde to fore- 
tell what new dangers miglil eonfroiit 
tJreat Britain at any moment and it 
wild imporluni that the Kmpire should 
present a united front. 

.Mr. Helvea had an ameiidmoni to sug 
ge^t. Wh-Mi offers of this kind are iiiadi 
it must of course lie vi'r\ .gr:i 1 i I'y iug ti 
the Imperial government, but we must 
noi lose sight of the fact that tlie cold 
hard (iiiestion of dollars and fL-nts must 
be considered bid'ore aelioii could bo tak- 
en. The liriiish taxiiayer would not al- 
low rJcntiineiit !u t(Uicli his [lockot, and 
considering this, the British government 
iiiiglit feel called upon to say: "This is 
very good of Canada, but it is much 
cheiiper to send our own men." But 
considering the great advantages which 
Canada enjoys from British protection 
she should, when making an offer of tho 
kind now proijosed, make no condition of 
o.^pcnsee. If the people of the Domin- 
ion want to send 10,000 men they slioulil 
bo laiido.t al any port iu Soutli .\fricu 
free of co.st to tiie Britinh government. 
.No iloiibt if this were dune it would be 
acce|)ted. rerhaps such action on the 
part (if Cauada may n.il be necessary, 
but if We are going to do it let us do it 
in a wholi^heiirled way. .No half-way 
measures will do. Let us run no risk of the 
otl'or being refused on the rcore of ex- 
pense. He therefore moved that tlie fol- 
luwiug words be uilded lo the resolutiim: 
•■And that the cocit of the troops, laud- 
ed at any port or ports in Soiilli .\frica 
be borne by C'aiiada." 

Tills was agreed to by Mr. .McQuade 
and .Mr. l.iigriu and added lo their reso- 
lution. 

Mr. Culhbert suggested that a public 
meeting should also ho called by the 
.Mayor so thai the citizens tshould have 
an opportunity to endorse tlie resolu- 
tions. He made a motion to tjiis effect, 
which was secomiotl by .Mr. Bidyoa. 

Mayor llayward had not iiuite made 
up his mind whether a public meeting 
was desirable. He would like an exiires- 
.sioii of !:;.'iiiioii I'roui the board. 

Mr. Bolyci thought on tho whole ii 
would be well to have the public meet- 
ing, but deprecated any action wliich 
would serve to make the pcoiiio hy.sltrlcal 
over tho war situation. He had, he 
tliought, notici'd in a certain tioction of 
tho provincial pvess articles which miglit 
liave a tendency to unduly excite tla; jieo- 
plo, TTo did not want to bo understood 
ns throwing cold water; hut thought the 
iness should be a little careful and not 
do anytliing calculated to" make the peo- 
ple iiystcrical. Matters of this kind 
should be discussed coollj' and serioiusly. 

Mr. McQuade thought it would per- 
haps be ns well to permit the Mayor to 
tost the feeling on the matter during tho 
coining week. There was amyle time to 
arrange for a meeting. 

Mr. Lugrin was in favor of a public 
meeting being ludd. It was a new sug- 
gestion for Canada to assume entire ex- 
pense for a largo body and at-; the sug- 
gestion emaualed from a citizens' meet- 
ing at Vancouver a similar mooting might 
proiierly pass upon the matter iu A'iotoria. 
Ho cniild not agree with Mr. Bolyoa in 
liis remarks about tlicre being danger of 
making the people hysterical. There 
could not bo too much hysteria about 
helping the Kmpire iu time of need, and 
he cited an instance where a little judi- 
cious "liysteria" hail had the effect once 
in tho history of Canada of eft'ectually 
alarming some of lier enemies. 

Mr. Shalli'roi^s was opposed to lying 
the hands of the Mayor by passing a re- 
soliitiun calling for a publii' iiu'ctiiig. 
Unless Ili.T Woi-ship felt tlii're should lie 
a nieeting at once there wi'i-e lots of op- 
|)ort|-.nities for him to arrange for one. 
As to the offer of 10,0(10 men, jinrliament 
was now sitting and it was well to go on 
record in tho matter, though if the offer 
were accepted it would take a long time 
for the troops to get to Africa, owing to 
insafUcient transport facilities. 

('apt. Irving was of the opinion tliai in 
view of the hostile spirit manifcritoil to- 
ward Great Britain by several Kuropean 
slates, it would be well if the Dominion 
government were urged to inform the 
mother country that Canada would arm 
in defence of the Empire. We should 
make our position so strong and so clear 
that other nations can see how Canada 
stands. (Apphiuise.) 

Tliere was «ome further discussion 
about the desirability of a public meet- 
ing, .Mr. Boggs !<uggesting that if one 
were hold, the Drill hall should he (dios- 
011, as more suitable than the theatre. 
The resolution w;ifi linally passed, Tues- 
day evening being suggested aa the date 
for holding the meeting.

A ("icrman doctor, improving on a 
method invented in Franco some years 
ago, has produced from cotton a tibre 
which in many respects surpasses ilie 
material from which it is iirepared; and 
the same may be said of an lOnglish pro- 
cess patented in 1897, by which, from a 
mass of cotton dissolved in certain chem- 
icals, coutiuous threads may be spun and 
libres obtained of any desired length. 
'I'he fineness and length of the fibres pro- 
duced by either of these processes are 
tho chief features of improvement, wliicli 
may possibly induce manufacturers to 
take them up. Tho former is already be- 
ing handled on a largo scale on both 
sides of the channel; and the latter, al- 
though as y(d ficurcoly beyond the e.\- 
IK.'rimental stage, bids fair to become 
equally successful. 

We hear that even silk— the queen of all 
fibres — is not secure on her tiirone. She 
likewi.se has many competitors, and ihiit 
little lepidopterouH laborer, the r^ilkworni, 
is likidy soon to be out of work. Of 
these, one hails from cerl.aiii .Mediter- 
ranean sliori's. notably Sicily, wliere at 
low title, from myriads of shelHisli which 
attach themselves to the rocks and larger 
stonois upon the beach, a (iiiantity Of 
very line and glossy librmis matter not 
unlike a cohweli. and similar in appcar- 
juice to silk, is obtained, and this, when 
thoroughly, washed, dried mid combed, is 
made up into f.-ibrics. 

Another fibre which threatens to dis- 
place the produce of tho silkworm is Unit 
known as Vandiira silk, produced in (llas- 
gow by artiticinl ineaiis and at a very 
small cost. It consists of extremely line 
threads oiitained by forcing a gehiiinous 
.solution through a nnhdier of minute 
apertures; and after nudergoing a special 
water-iirooling process, the fibres becouie 
pliable, aud can be handled on the looms 
with perfect ease. ■ ' ■ 

Spun glass, in fine glossy fibres, cap- 
able of .conversion into toxible f.ibiics 
possessing, a sheen even surpassing that 
of silk, has long been known; but unfor- 
tunately it has, serious disadvantages un- 
fitting it for general use.

If it is true, as roinirtod, that Fuller is

Such a thhig done, iu :auy 
constituency of New iBrunswick"' or 
Xoui Scotia would cost the government 
a seat in parliament tit the nest eloction. 
The people simply would not stand it. 
Why should different * treatment bo 
meted out to this province? What has 
Mr. Bostock, M. P., or Mr. Maxwell, 
1\L r., ii) whose constituencies this trans- 
action is to be perpetrated, to say about 
it? When Quoboekers were brought 
out to put up the Dawson telegraph Hue 
we protested, but could not very well 
hold any of British Coiumbiii's repre- 
sentatives directly responsible, for the 
greater junt of this work was done in 
the Northwest Territories, but iu the 
present instance the work is to ho done 
in Mr. Bostock's and . Mr. Maxwell's 
eonstituen(Mes, and we wmild really 
like to know what they have to say in 
defence of Mr. Tarte's extraordinary 
action. 



MR. IRVIXG'S MOTION. 

Mr. Irving, M.P.P., proposes to ask the 
house to express its opinion upon tho 
l)roprii.'ty of the Speaker attending party 
c'aucussos. U'lio resolution, which ho has 
given uiilico of, is probably without pre- 
eedeiii. for the party caucus is a very re- 
cent inveiilinn in Itritish countries. Cer- 
tainly- tli'Mo is no record in the last cen- 
tury where it lias been necessary in a 
British legislature even indiirclly to ar- 
raign the Speaker for partizaiishiii. We 
are very glad indeed that Mr. Irving has 
brought this matter up, and hope to see 
the resolution supporte<l by a majority of 
tlie mciulieiv. Without calling in iiues- 
tion Mr. Forster's honesty of purpose, it 
may be affirmed that he has shown him- 
self to be singularly unfit for-thc import- 
ant position, which he now occupies. His 
dehciency is radical and there i.s very 
little usi- in hoping for a change for the 
better. He cannot help his extreme par- 
tizanshii» any more than he can help 
playing the role of martinet in the chair. 
Both chnracterit^tics are inuute, and 
though they are undoabtedly united to a 
groat deal of goodness of lieart and not a 
little ability, it is imperative, so long as 
he remains in the Speakership to hold 
him in check In every constitutional 
way. It is also well to establish a pre- 
cedent for the guidance of future Spoak- 



TKN THOUSAND MEN. 

The people of Vancouver luive passed 
a resolution asking tho Dominion govern- 
ment to otT.M- ten thousand mounted in- 
fantry for service iu So\ilh -Vl'rica. The 
Board of Trade of this city was liurrio<l- 
ly called together last night in response 
to a telegram from tlio Mayor of Van- 
couver and endorsed the resolutions. The 
citizens will he asked to meet at an early 
day and take similar action. 

The feeling of those present at the 
Hoard of Trade meeting last night was 
that tlierc should be some definite, prac- 
tical and unmintakable expression from 
the people of Canada as to their readi- 
ness to stand hy tho lOmpire through thick 
and thin. The general opinion was that 
the men may never be called for, hut that 
the Dominion government should ask par- 
liament to place it in a position to act if 
tho emergency arises. 



WllliX AN ELECTION COMES. 

It, is a little premature, we may re 
mind the Times, to discuss what will be 
the issues in tho next provincial cam- 
paign, because, if for no other reason, it 
is not very clear when that campaign 
will eoiiic on; but wo venture to assort 
that if tlie government is schi'ining dur- 
ing the present session to devise ways 
aud means of catching votes In tho 
event of their defeat, they are reckoning 
without their host. The probability 
that Mr. Senilin will lead a party as 
premier in the event of an appeal to tho 
IK'ople as a result of anything that may 
Iraiispirc at the present session is ex 
treiuely remote. He may not have tho 
making of tlie issues ot tlie next cam- 
paign, but they may be laid tlowii by Ji 
new iiri'iiiier, wlm will doubtless present 
a broad and conipreliensivi! idatform to 
the voters. It is idle to deny that the 
political conditions existing in the prov- 
ince are not highly unsatisfactory, and 
that they will iioi reniain unsal isl'ai-idry 
until a ministry is installed in ollic 
which will, make nn honest effort to 
bring order out of chaos. Various sub 
jecis iiiust lie dealt with. One ot them 
is undoubtedly the labor question, in 
which is involved the eiglit-hour law, 
the competition of - Oriental labor, and 
the settlement of disputes between em- 
ployers and employed. Tlie duty of the 
next premier will be to take this ques- 
tion up with a strong hand and settle it 
in some way that will ineoi the inter- 
ests of the province as a whole 
.\nother is tho rights of aliens in, our 
niinp.s. Another is provincial develop 
ment through railway construction 
.Another is the assertion of the right of 
British Columbia to fair play at the 
hands ot the Dominlcn. These and

electorate is appealed to it will, we are 
conlidont, be upon a platform which will 
coumuind the support of all sections of 
the province and every class in the 
community, and not upon any piece of 
political trickery devised hy the gentle- 
men now iUf power. 

We speak'with some coutidence .as to 
this matter, because we believe His 
Honor the Ideutenaiil-Govornor will 
Collow the many precedents on record, 
and' require Mn Semlin to. give phice to 
some one' else; Mr. Semlin has had a 
fair trial. From bnving control of the 
house by a substantial majority, he 1ms 
come to such a condition that ho has 
lost control of it absolntely.. He knows 
this as jvell as any one else. ' He knows 
that his tenure of olllce depends wholly 
upon the will of any one out of eighteen 
men. He cau no more claim to possess 
the confidence and support of a major- 
ity of tho legislature than Mr. Turner 
can, or Mr. .Joseph Martin, or IMr. 
Helmckeii, or any one else on the left 
()[ the Speaker. Any one of tho gcutle- 
iiien on that siile of the house may any 
(lay mov(! a resolution that will coin 
mnnd a majority vote against the 
government, and the most that Mr, 
Semlin can claim is that he may not 
bo defeated (Ui any vote which he may 
[iropose. There is not a single subject 
of legislation which Mr. Semlin cau 
assure the Lieutenant-Governor will 
command tho support of tho majority of 
the house. \l>' sits in his seat from ilay 
to day wondeiiug on what vote one of 
his supporters, or ot those he imagined 
were his suiiporlers, will cross tho house 
and leave him in a minority. He can 
only remain in power from day to day 
by the retusal of those to whom he looks 
I'or su|i]i"rt to surri'iidor their right of 
individual judgment and [dace his re- 
tention of olllce before wliat they may 
regard as the best interests of tho 
province in matters ot legislation. Mr. 
Semlin knows that he ciuinot conuinind 
any .such support. He knows that ho 
is premier by suSrance only, and the 
Lieutenant-Governor knows it likewise 
He cannot, th(>reforo, claim any consid- 
eratiiui at the hands of His Honiir, for 
the principle laid down in many state 
papers is thait the prerogative of dissolu- 
tion will never be exercised for the sake 
of giving a party in power a chance to 
renew their lease of ollice. Thoreforo 
we fe(d c(Uilident that Mr. Semliu will 
never have an opportunity of detining 
the issues of a provincial campaign, but 
that when the electors ar&.pext appealed 
to they will be asked to speak by a new 
premier upon a platform that will have 
in it lines of policy upon which the 
people as a whole will find no dilDetilty 
in uniting.

INDIA INK. 

Its Discovery and Early Use in OMna— 
-Employed '8«f ^a -.Bevera8e--The 
■'■ ' ''Bdml"of the Gods. 

From the New York Post. 

For many thousand yours India ink has 
been to the artist and to the artisan the 
vehicle for the creation of much that is 
interesting and instructive and beautiful 
ill the world of art, and it has a rather 
extraordinary liistory. 

Like many other tlungs which have no 
relation wiiatever to their nmucs, India 
ink has no relation whatever to India, 
'd'he Irish potato, it is said facetiously, 
is so called because it was found first in 
I'eru. Therefore, India ink may have 
been so named because it was m«de first 
in Chiua'P where the bulk of it has been 
made ever since. 

Also, like most other things of practi- 
cal utility to mankind, India ink v,>aa not 
an invention, but a discovery. That is 
to sa3-, the individual who produced it 
first did jHi entirely by accident, without 
the romotest inteutiou of doing anything 
sensible or useful. 

About y,000 years before the Ohristiun 
erii a Chinese alchemist, Tien-Tschun by 
name, while expethnentJng upon some 
uostram lor the eternal preservation of 
life, or upon so-mo f()rmula for convert- 
ing dirt) into gold— it matters not what — 
accidentally concocted a black substance 
in the form of a !i<iuid paint or varnish. 
This conc')ctio;i w.-\s the lirst India' ink. 

'J'he black pigment which forms the 
baf^e of the ink was the swt obtained by 
liiiniiiig lac and pine rharcoal. This soot 
was powdrved liiu.ly and luireil with 
some kiixl ot size or .'due. Fish glue, or 
isinglass, wa;- useil, a< well as buue or 
born glue: and soiuetiiuer^, in making the 
tiner (inalities -jf ink, pearls were boiled 
ill till- glue. S'linetinies ilried ox tongue 
wa:- ailiieil to g've the i'.ik a luiride tint; 
aiul the liurk oi: the peiipei' tree was used 
to ]>ro(l\iui.' a tiure of bine.- The ink was 
c'HTt'ully moulded, dried and packed iu 
Wormwood le:i'ves with lime or ashes, un 
til well seii-som'^d. 

U is not ,^tal(.'»l w^etller sepiii, the color- 
ii'j.g,li(liiid of the. cu^tleUsh, was added to 
thw iuk orisinallj- or not; bat,, as the best 
India ink in use at present has a brown 
ish tint, as if mixed with sepia, it is evi- 
dent that sepia is used aow in the manu- 
fiH iure of the ink, Scpia alono' is used 
freguently in Ghinu in preference to the 
black ink.- 

As soon- m it wnis c'lscovered that In- 
dia ink- was Ukoly to be serviceable to 
j mankind, it, was pcfceiwl by the Imper- 
ial diet to l>u a dangerous innovation up- 
on the estiiWjVhed citslcni ot "not" hav- 
hig it to use. The emvire had gotleu 
;-iong very well ivitlunit India ink iirioP 
to its d-s-covi'rv, ami i-t wis IJliiuese \wA> 
lit policy •' tO' let well fnoiigh alone.-"

chued to be .'.tu'riU-gions, nid its manu-- 
facnure was p.rohibiled. .Vfterwri'd, it

Emma Nevada, the "Dresden China 
prima donna," as someone >christenetl 
her years ago, pays her first visit 
to Victoria to-morrow evening, hav- 
ing been but Indifferently heralded for 
one of so world-wide fame. It is true 
she has not a nmr\'ellously large voice, 
such as Patti's ut its prime— hut it is 
marvellously sweet and a wonderfully 
controlled instrument of music. In 
sympathetic quality, in flexibility, in all 
save the one of characteriatic of volume, 
it is second to none in the operntii' 
world— from which i.iusic-lovers may 
gauge the meastire ot the treat that is 
arranged for them. Not to go back 
any further tliaii four days ago, hero is 
what the Portland Oroganian has to nay 
of her concert in that city the previous 
evening: 

" Nevada's first visit to Portland has 
resulted in her complete conquest of the 
music-loving public. From the brilliant 
opening notes of the ' Bell Song ' that 
she threw ;U the aadience with such 
naive, impetuous grace, to the plaintive, 
bird-like trills of the last encore, •The 
.Mocking Hinl,' the ovation was uninter- 
rupted. The audience that greeted her 
in the auditorium of the Marquam was 
a grand one, composed of highly ('riticnl 
musicians, many of Iheni i)rofessionals 
wlio an^ well iible to appreciate her 
work as that of one ot the leading ex- 
ponents before the world to-day of that 
purity of tone production which is al- 
ways associated with Italian methods ot 
voice culture, as distinguislKNl from that 
ot the German school, in which dramatic 
vigor and breadth of style is sought at 
the expense of purity of vocalization. 
Ten year.s have now elapsed since 
Nevada was last heard in America, and 
fourteen years siiice she appeared on 
this Const. Such as were given the 
oiiportunity of hearing her at that time 
find comparatively little change to note. 
As a girl she possessed phenomenally 
high notes; these, as everyone knows, 
are never long retlilned by any voice. 
But though she has necessarily lost a 
few of these girlish upper tones, she still 
possesscH a high soprano that is remark- 
able for the sweetness and extent of its 
upper register. Last night in the 
'Shadow Song' from Meyerbeer's 'De- 
borah ' she sang as high as T) flat, and 
In more than one number she trilled 
with ease on O, and even on D natural. 
.Some of the delighltul girlish frcshne.«s 
of voice is gone, but she has gained in 
fullness of tone and has added several 
lower notes to her range. Most of her 
numbers on the programme were sueli 
as would show to ndrantage her unusual 
lloxiliility of voice. Hers is a typical 
American voice in timbre as well as in 
range. And hor bright and winsome 
personality, which is also thoroughly 
American, greatly endears her to United 
States audiences. She was excec-tlirigly 
generous in responding to encores. In 
response to the Laknie number she gave 
a charming old American song in the 
lialind st.vle. ' Shall I Wear n White 
Rose, Shall I Wear a Red?" which 
showed to advantage her delightful in- 
genuousness and excellent enunciation. 
The Tsclmikow.sky song, ' Travonschka' 
- which was full of pieri-ing regret — ifaiu 
La Fee anx Cliansons,' by ihirnberg-- 
a sparkling, hai)py number, in which 
she gave a specially good illustration of 
nu'Rsa di voce — brought two stormy re- 
calls, *o both of which she responded. 
Taubert's ' Vogel im AVnIde ' was given 
with Miuch saueiucss and vivacity, while 
the charming song, 'You and I,' by 
Ijizn Lohmann— who js ■ known to. fame 
especially through hor i' Persian- Gnrdcn,',

The other strong booking of this week 
at the Victoria theatre — as great an at- 
traction dramatically ae Nevada !l musi- 
cally— is the Frohman dramatization of 
-Mr. ,r. M. Uarrle's most popular Scottish 
novel, "The Little Miuister." It is this 
play which far outclassed all others in 
America last year, the New York ru!i 
with Mi.s.s , -Maude Adams in the cast 
being the most profitable in tlie titage his- 
tory of the metropolis. And strange to 
say, the second honors financially— anil 
therefore with the people — fell to another 
play that also adopts the bold experiment 
ot introducing u servant of the church 
as its hero and central figure, "'i'lie 
Christian." Perhaps it is that the 
clergy not having been exhausted as 
dramatic iiiati.'ri:il, thiri very fai'l con- 
tributed iii:iterially to the twain suc- 
cesses. Perhaps it was that Barrie and 
Hall Caine have been alike fortunate in 
reaching the true heai't; of the people by 
Iiortrailure oi' genuine worthiiie,^^. 

It iiui.it certainly be counted a most 
fortunate circiimst.iuce that a novelist pos- 
sessing (io tluiroiigh a knowledge of hu- 
inaii nature as it is exhibited in Seotlaiul, 
and so deep ai\ appreciation of the un- 
conscious liuiiior of the Scot upon his na- 
tive .heath as .Mr. Barrie lias evinced in 
his works of fiction, should also be able 
to use till! ilraiiiatic medium eflectively 
for teiling hii^ story. . For Mr.. Barrie 
has himself performod tlie task most 
novelists confide, or should confide, to 
other hands— that of transtoniiing the 
novel into thc> drama. And he has so 
Well recognized tlie limitations and re- 
quirements, as well as the opporunitiee 
and the advantages of the dramatic med- 
ium, that lie has been content merely to 
found his play of "The Little Minister" 
on the novel of the name, aud to depart 
radically from the lines of the original 
story when it has seemed necessary or 
di'tiirable. 

'J'hi- play is therefore made a charming 
(<iicces.s, and more than that^a peerless 
idyl; a comedy of Scottish village life, 
with the hall-mark of truth and genius 
upon it. The humor is as unconscious 
and naive as that of a child, without a 
trace of bitterness or satire. AVith all 
their narrowiiesri and bigotry, one must 
love Barrie's people in the play, as in 
the book, heeaiiKe tliCj are drawn with 
a loving hand by one who understands 
them peihaiis better than they do them- 
:^'-!ves, and sympathizes with them. The 
constricted lives they lead and the con- 
torted ideas they cherish, while leading 
them into unconseious absurdities, neviT 
quile oteeure tl.eir reiil human (iiiality, 
which is the clirystallization of Barrie's 
art.
